GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 

We will have to keep before our 
people from time to time the general 
indebtedness proposition. While 
thousands of dollars have been paid 
on these debts, thousands of dollars 
have also been paid on interest. And 
while we are getting a good rate df 
interest from the banks, yet with 
the bulk of debts that the church 
is carrying the interest counts up 
fast. 

As has been stated in previous is- 
sues, the Assembly ruling was that 
we should print coupon books, We 
figured up the amount of indebted- 
hess and printed coupon books to 
cover the entire amount. The ruling 
of the Assembly was that each state 
overseer should have charge in his 
state and work thru his co-workers,

books were purchased. The Assembly 
also decided that ail those who had 
subscribed personally to this fund 
would still be obligated to pay same. 
There are something like two hun- 
dred and forty who subscribed at the 
1929 Assembly who are still de 
linquent. The hard timés have pre- 
vented these from paying their ob 
ligations. Now we sympathize with 
them very much and it is not with 
any degree of disrespect, nor with 
any object of making anyone feel 
that we are displeased in the least 
with their failure, but in pursuant 
of the duty enjoined upon us by the 
Assembly, we will have to keep this 
before our people. 

This debt was saddled on the 
Church by those in authority before 
the division came. Those who made 
these debts haven’t paid one penny 
on them. The courts of Tennessee 
gave the Church of God the name 
and property thereby obligating 
them to pay these debts, and for the 
last four years we have gone about 
this. Including interest and prin- 
ciple, we have paid over thirty 
thousand dollars on these debts. 
Since the courts’ decision we have 
steered clear of debt with the ex- 
ception of the purchasing of the 
Boys’ Farm and that has proved one 
of the most valuable assets that the 
Orphanage department has ever had. 
Think about it! under the awful 
strain, how God has blessed and en- 
abled us to pay over thirty thousand 
dollars on these debts that were 
made by borrowing money thru the 
loan and indemnity department and 


from individuals by the thousands © 


of dollars and not even trying to pay 
it. But since the courts’ decision in 
favor of the Church of God, God has 
helped us in a wonderful way. Now 


it is nothing extra that we have | 


done but I attribute all this to God’s 
favor to His people and to His 
Church, the body of His Son.

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Wines of the Bible, 
Both Good And Bad

Much has been said in the Scrip 
tures about wine both good and bad. 
You will note in the contrast of 
Scriptures given that one is a blessing 
and the other is a curse, so to be able 
to enjoy the one God gave as a bless- 
ing and to shun the one that brings 
the curse or has the penalty attached, 
it will be good to observe closely, not 
only the Scriptures given, but the in- 
fluence of the ones who indulge. 

“For lack of knowledge my people 
are destroyed.” Hosea 4:6. I am sure 
it is for lack of knowledge that people 
err. A few Christians and many pro- 
fessors have erred thru ignorance ef 
the Word of God, in this as in other 
matters, believing that the wine spok- 
en of in one place as a “blessing,” in 
another as the “poison of dragons” 
and the “cruel venom of asps” was 
one and the same. Wine is a generie 
term. Pliny, the historian, says in 
his day there were three hundred and 
eighty-five varieties of drink, all class- 
ed under the déne name of wine. Three 
hundred and eighty-four were simply 
juices of fruit and only one would 
burn, that is, only one was alcoholic. 
Capt. Fuller Richmond, a trader on 
the Mediterranean once said _ that 
grape juice was the common drink of 
the people and is called wine, and that 
fermentation (which produces the in- 
toxicant influence) is prevented by 
filling the neck of the bottles with 
olive oil thus excluding the air by 
which the wine will be kept in its 
pure state for years. Therefore we can, 
without any doubt, say that the wine 
Paul advised Timothy to drink was 
the pure juice of the vine, one of the 
three hundred and eighty-four vari- 
eties. Gd gave Ye vine dnd its pro- 
duct to man in the beginning as a 
blessing, one of the choicest of fruits. 
Physicians will tell you that for 
strengthening and invigorating qual 
ities .no other can equal the 
grape. Some claim that the juice 
is closely allie? to human blood. 
Many use it for medical purposes, for 
different ailments. To make the dis-

-among the Jews was to nave a feast 
at their weddings some, 


no doubt, 
like priests and cardinals, and other 
ministers of today turn God’s bless- 
ings into a curse and use the ferment- 
ed wine and have a terrible spree. I 
of Christ’s

We note that the wine that Jesus made 
was the best. 

It is a gross insult to the Trinity 
to accuse the Father or the Son of 
using or recommending alcoholic bev- 


-erages such as are mentioned in “Sa- 


tan’s Snare.” The fermented wine will 
intoxicate and is Satan’s snare. 
SATAN’S SNARE 

Mr. Gladstone has said, Drink has 
slain more than war, pestilence, and 
famine. Surely it has taken its toll. As 
we take up the subject of wine under 
this heading we refer to fermented 
wine, alcoholic, intoxicating beverages. 
Often the pure juice has lost its purl- 
ty thru fermentation. This is where 
men take advantage of God’s goodness 
and blessing and turn it to evil, the 
influence of which is degrading. 

We refer to medical science to prove 
one point before we proceed with 
Seripture. Alcohol cannot be found in 
anything that has life (and I add, life 
giving qualities). Scientists, chemists, 
and other men of learning have sought 
in vegetable life, in animal nature, 
and in mineral product for alcohol but 
never have veen able to find a trace 
of it in anything God has made. God 
is the author of life and alcohol is not 
in any living thing. Satan is the au- 
thor of death and alcohol is the pro- 
duct of death and corruption. The 
fruit of the vine, the blood’ of the 
grape, extracted or even exposed to 
air will soon take on the alcoholic 
nature. Germs enter then it looses its 
life (good qualities), hence is no more 
good for man or beast. Its intoxicant 
nature is what God eondemns. It has 
no more life giving flow, but only 
death and evil, and in partaking of 
such we have no fellowship with God. 

We will refer to some characters 
for examples. Noah (being one) (Gen, 
9:21) planted him a, vineyard and 
drank of the wine and was drunken. 
Note the shame and embarrassment 
which followed. He let his wine fer- 
ment, lose its. life... Lot (another ex- 
ample). was given intoxicating wine 
by. his daughters, for evil. Gen. 19:32- 
35. Aaron was commanded, “Do. not 
drink wine nor strong drink, lest ye 
die.” Lev. 10:9, 10, Solomon in Prov. 
21 said, “Wine-is a meocker, . strong 
drink is raging, and. whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby: is not: wise. Be -not 
among ‘winebibbers, for: the drunkard 
shall come to poverty.” V. 29, 32. “Who 
hath woe? who hath sorrow? who hath 
contention? They that. tarry- long: at 
the wine. (We.can-.make ourselves 
gluttons over new wine: We are com- 
manded to. be temperate- in all good 
things). Look not upon the wine when 
it is red, when-it gives its colour in 
the cup, when it. moveth itself aright. 
At last it. biteth-like a serpent and 
stingeth like an adder.” 

Isaiah said, “Woe unto them that 
rise up early in the morning, that they 
may follow: strong drink; that con- 
tinue until night,. till wine inflame 
them! Woe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong drink.” They soon 
lose their: power and strength. Isa. 
5:11, 22. “Woe to the crown of ‘pride, 
to the drunkards of Ephraim, whose 
glorious beauty is. a fading flower. 
But they also have erred thru wine, 
and through ‘strong. drink are out of 
the way; the priest and the prophet 
have erred through strong drink, 
they are swallowed up of wine, they 
err in vision, they stumble in judg- 
ment.” Isa. 28:1, 7. They err in vision 
so are unable to aid us and their judg- 
ment is unworthy of even the small- 
est matters. Dan. 5 pictures to us a 
terrible calamity upon a king and his 
domain, this wicked king Belshazzar 
while’ he tasted the wine before his 
thousand lords he commanded. that 
they get the vessels of gold and silver 
which his father Nebuchadnezzar had 
taken out of the temple of God at Je 
rusalem. And they all, the king and 
his princes, his wives, and his concu- 
bines, drank in them. They drank 
the wine and praised the god of gold 
and silvér. This sight so sickened the 
great heart of God until immediately 
He reached out his hand and wrote 
the king’s curse upon the wall. The 
king saw the sight and his counten- 
ance was changed, his thoughts trou- 
bled him so that thé joints of his loins 
were loosed and his knees smote one 
against the other. What a terrible jud- 
ment, worse than death—death and 
hell that followed. We want you to 
note there was the good and godly 
man that refused to join. this feast. 
Daniel purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself with the por- 
tion of the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank. His vision had 
not been destroyed that he erred, nei- 
ther in his judgment did he stumble, 
but was able to deliver God’s message 
without fear. He was a true Cnristian 
and escaped this calamity. “Woe unto 
him that giveth his neighbor drink 
that puttest thy bottle to him and 
makest him drunken also.” Hab. 2:15. 

In New Testament Scriptures Paul 
warns the Corinthians not to keep 
company with anyone called a broth- 
er if he be a DRUNKARD ana not to 
eat at the table with him. 1 Cor. 5:11. 
Gal. 5:19-24 also classes the drunkard 
with the unrighteous that shall not 
enter into the kingdom. The fleshly 
class has the drunkard listed and said,

44. “And this is the will of him that 
sent me. No man ean come to me, ex- 
cept the Father which hath sent me 
draw him.” St. John 8:18, “The Fa- 
ther that sent me beareth witness of 
me.” V. 38, “I speak that which I have 
seen with my father.” V. 42, “For I 
proceeded forth and came from God; 
neither came I of myself, but he sent 
me.” V, 54, “If I honour myself, my 
honour is nothing: it is my Father 
that honoureth me.” St. John 9:4, “I 
must work the works of him that sent 
me.” St. John 10:17, 18, “Therefore 
doth my Father love me, because I lay 
down my life, that I might take it 
again. No man taketh it from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have pow- 
er to take it again. This command- 
ment have I received of ‘my Father.” 
V. 38, “Say ye of him, whom tle Fa- 
ther hath sanctified, and sent into the 
world, Thou blasphemest; because ‘I 
said, I am the Son of God?” 

1 John 5:7-11, “For there are three 
that. bear record in heaven, the Father, 
the Word, and the Holy Ghost: and 
these three are one. And there _ are 
three that bear witness in earth, the 
spirit, and the water, and the blood: 
and these three agree in one, If we re- 
ceive the witness of men, the witness 
of God is greater: for. this is the wit- 
ness of God which he hath testified 
of his Son, He that believeth on the 
Son of God hath the witness in him- 
self: he that believeth, not God hath 
made him a liar; because heebelieveth 
not the record that God gave of his 
Son. And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son.” Read the whole 
chapter. 

I will close with these remarks. I 
believe we can furnish, over one hun- 
dred passages of Scripture proving 
that Jesus is the Son of God. There 
is much danger of the spirit of the 
antichrist. Beware of false doctrines 
for there are many afloat today.

5. Also gave like instructions to Titus 
1:7-16. 1 Peter 4:3, 4 is a real good 
testimony of one saved by grace, sanc- 
tified by the blood, filled with the 
Holy Ghost and kept from sin. “For 
the time past of our life may suffice 
us to have wrought the will of the
